Chriftian Reader, 


HIS Catechiſm being drawn up by 

me, only for the ule of a private 

” Oaiſh; ITthought it convenient 
fo Print, for the more eafte diſtribution 
of Copies to every Family. Burt, be- 
ing ſo reſelved, it came withal into my 
"mind, that probably one Pariſh would 
not take off an Whole Impreſſion ; and 
therefore, when it was once extant, it 
was likely it ſhould come into many more - 
Hands,then it was at firſt intended for. 
To whom, therefore, I think my ſelf 
obliged by way of Preface, te give a 
ſhort account, of the Reaſons that in-

duced me to the undertaking thereof; 
of What I have done init; and the uſes it 
is, in my Judgment, applicable unto. 

The Reaſons of my undertaking , 
were briefly, thele. Finding my elf 
obliged, by the Laws of this Church, 
to Catechize my Pariſhioners in the 
Church Catechiſm, contained in the Book of 
Common-Prayers : I did accordingly ſet 
about that Work, with the beſt Con- 
trivance I could think of, to anſwer the 
end of thoſe Laws, and diſcharg my 


own Duty, | 
But, when I had entred upon it, I 


ſoon perceived that my Endeavors in 
that Work, were like to tifrn to a very 
poor Account, if I confined my ſelf 
wholely to the bare words of the Catechiſm 
it ſelf. For the Prejudices that the late 
Times had difleminated every where 
(even among the moſt ordinary ſort of 
People) againſt it, as too ſhort and de- 


feftive in many particulars, to furniſh 
the 


tothe Chriſtian Reader. 
the grown Youth with ſuch a propor- 
tion of ktowledg, as was then thought 
neceſſary z made the greateſt part of 
ſuch Perſons of both. Sexes too much 
to flight it. And even thoſe of them 
that did not ſo, yet were eaſily perfa- 
ded to think it roo much beneath them, 
to be Catechized only by a Form, des 
ſigned to fit Children for Confirmation ; 
and therefore generally forbore comin 
to that neceſſary Ordinaxce, (o -chaIUER 
altogether. Yea, and many Parents 
and Maſters of Families ) poſſeſſed wich 
thoſe prejudices, bre their Children 
and Servants to the Learning of other 
Catecliifms at home, to the diſpaxage- 
ment” of the publick Form, and to the 
rrcat: hinderance of the ublick Ordi- 
nance Adminiſtred accordi: ng thereto. 
To remedy which inconveniences, I 


firſt took up the way of the leſſer Cate- 
chiſm hereunto annexed ; and broke e-

divers little Queſtions : whereby I gave 
the riper ſort of the Children Catechi- 
ſed a little larger {cope to exerciſe their 
thoughts upon ; and then tak hints 
from their Anſwers tq expatiate farther 
in the explication.of them, as I faw oc- 
caſion. | | 

This courſe, when I had ſome years 
taken, I was (ollicited to Pen thoſe Ene 
largements, and communicate them to 
the Neighbourhood for their tarther 
inſtruction. Which notwithſtanding, 
I forbore to do, for ſome Time, till I 
had enquired, as well as I could, what 
Books of this nature were extant alrea- 
dy ; thatif I lighted pn any ſuch, con- 
formable to my defign, '1 might ſave 
my ſelf the labour of framing an en- 
tire Catechiſm of my own, by recom- 
mending that to my Neighbours, Ca- 
rechifing out of it my ſelf, and making 
it the ſtanding ground-work of my fus 
ture endeavours in this kind, But up-

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to the Chriſtian Reader: 
On the beſt enquiry I could make, I 
could not ſatisfy my ſelf in all the partt- 
culars which I had in Projet, with any 
one of thoſe which came to my hands, 
relating to this ſubje&t- Which I ſpeak, 
not by way of diſparagement ro the la- 
bours of any extant, as to the ſubſtance 
of them : only, I thought them in 
ſome Circumſtantials leſs uſeful ro me in 
” way wherein my deligned walk 
ay. 
"Ivo Authors there were I confeſs, that 
I had more then ordinary Reverence 
for : The one, the Right Reverend Fa- 
ther in God, William, late Lord Biſhop of 
Glouceſter ; and the other, the Reverend 
Rettor of. Lincoln College in Oxford, and 
now Dean of the ſame Church Dr. Mar- 
ſhall. Whoſe Books therefore, I read 0- 
ver again and again, with great ſatisfa- 
Etion : eſpecially that of the later,Print- 
ed at Oxford, 1679: VVith whole ju- 
dicious and comprehenſive brevity, I 
could

could willingly have farished my ſelf, 
in the uſe of it, had it been adapted to 
the capacity of a Country Congtega- 
tion, by way of Queſtion and Anſwer ; 
and-divided into {uch Portions as I de- 
fired, for the more fxed and certain 
continuation of that exerciſe, through 
ſom fix'd and ſucceſſivePeriods of Time. 

I therefore, thought fir: to do ſome- 
thing at laſt, my ſelt, in that form and 
method,for more general uſe ; as Thave 
herein attempted , partly, by turning 
much of the ſubſtance of both thoſe and 0- 
ther Catechiſtical Diſcourſes into Queſtions 
and Anſwers ? and partly, by ſuch Additi- 
ons of mine own,as 1 found my thoughts 
leading me-to, in the compoſure of the 
work : and grafting them all into the 
Stock of the Church Catechiſm, to carry on 
one continued ſenſe with it. 

And,to render the whole more come + 
pleat for uſe, I judged it convenient,to 
break it into ſo many parts, as there are

Which did, 
for two Reaſons. | 

1. Partly, for the more effeCtual car- 
rying on the work of publick Catechizing 
by ic my ſelf; whilſt, by dividing a large 
Pariſh into convenient parts, and going 
through them in order, 1thought it uſe- 
ful to give each Family therein, thereby, 
notice, what part, upon each of the ſuc- 
ceſlive Lords Days,they were to be moſt 
ready in, fome time before hand, that 
they might be the better provided. 

2. And, partly, that ſuch P arents,and 
Maſfters of Families, as are willing and 
deſirous to inftruct thoſe that are under 
them every Lord's Day, might (having 
ſuch furniture at hand) taskthoſe under 
them herein, from week to week ; and 
examine their proficiency , at fpare 
hours on that day, in fubſervience to 
the better carrying onthe Publique Cate- 
cizing, when. their turns came;to be cal- 
led thereto,

| Some of the Anſwers of this Cate- 
chiſm, I confeſs, are lonwg. Bur, as 
that could not be well avoided by me, 
in the compoling thereof, upon divers 
points handled cherein : ſo will it, in the 
iſſue prove no diſadvantage to the 
Teacher , or Learner. For ordinarily , 
where the Anſwers are large, in any parr, 
they are but few : and withall, moſt of 
them are {o compoſed, that the Catechif, 
inthe uſe of them, may, for the trial 
of the Learners underſtanding , fub- 
divide them eafily into ſeveral Gueſtions 
and Anſwers of a lefler ſize. 

I have added Scripture-Proofs to all 
the Anſwers, where they were proper 
and requiſite ; and dire&ted by Letters, 
to what branches of them ſuch Proofs 
are aſſigned : which accordingly, are 
either found expreſly in ſuch Scriptures, 
or deducible by cafie conſequence from 
them. 

This addition, if it ſeem to make any

Dayes task too long at the firſt, for the 
Learners to get without book : it may 
be eaſily remedyed , by beginning , 
for the firſt turn, only with the bare 4n- 
ſwers without the Prosfs : and for thoſe 
following, when the perſons Catechi- 
zed are perfe& in them, to require an 
account of theſe alſo. 

I havein all the Explicatory Queſtions 
and Anſwers, endeavoured to luper- 
ſtru& nothing upon my Foundation 
(the Church Catechiſm,) but what evident- 
ly ſures the ſcope and deſign thereof : 
and whar, in my beſt judgment, is a- 
greeable to the Doftrine of this Church, 
expreſled in the Form of Common Prayers, 
the Articles of Religion,and the Book of Ho- 
milies : avoiding purpoſely the medling 
with,and much more determining, any 
nice Scholaſtical controverſies, wherein 

oed and learned Men among our lelves 
are divided in their Judgments; and uſing 
tholeTermes, wherein generally all agree 
in the explication of thoſc Points ; as

not deſigning to ſow the ſeeds of Fadi- 
on, but only of large and comprehenſive 
Chriſtianity in the minds of the younger 
ſort, to whoſe Inſtruction cheſs endea- 
vours of mine are particularly diceC&ted. 
Only, againſt the Anabaptifts, and 
Romaniſts,where the Catechiſm it ſelf takes 
notice of them, (in the Dofrin of the 8 a- 
craments eſpecially: ) I have taken more 
liberty, to put into the mouths of our 
youth thoſe Arguments and Anſwers, by 

which they may be fortifyed againlt 
their Seduction. | 
And now having given this account of 
my undertaking herein ; 1do humbly 
ſubmir the whole thereof to the cenſure 
of the Governours of this Church, and the 
Judgment of the reſt of my ReverendBre- 
thren in the Miniſtry : being ready,if theſe 
endeaveurs of mine(for the main)pleaſe 
them,to make ſuch additions, ſubſtracti- 
ons, alterations, or explications, in any

I bave compoſed this Catechiſm meerly 
of Queſtions without Anſwers, for the moſt 


Part - Becauſe the Anſwers to them, are to 


be found in the very words , or plain ſenſe, 
of the larger Anſwers themfelves, in the 
Grammatical Conſtruftion of them. So 


that the ſame way.wwhereby we bring School- 


boys to find the Nominative Caſe to a Verb, 
or Antecedent to a Relative, &c. will, in a 
little uſe of this method , prompt the dul- 
left Child to the Anſwer he 1s to make. 

In ſome Queſtions, I confeſs, (as thoſe 
about the Trinity,) the Anſwers are expref- 
ſed; becauſe the Catechiſm to which this 
is adapted, affords them not expreſly. O- 
thers there are,which are to be found there, 
only in the ſenſe : but generally, the Que- 
ſtions io ſuch caſes, lead only to the ſhort 


Anſwers of yea, or no. . 
In the whole, Ideſigned perſpicuous bre- 


vity. But if any Catechiſt that ſhall con- 
deſcend to take this Catechiſtical Scheme 
for a Patern, ſhall think it too ſhort ; he 
may himſelt remedy that fault, by enlarg- 
ing upon this Groundwork, as he finds the 
capacity of the Children Catechiſed. This 
isonly done to his hand, as a proof of what 
may be done in this kind, for the improvye- 
ment of the youngeſt Children , till they 
come to be capable of farther Inſtruftion in 
2 larger Catechiſm ; whether this of mine, 
or any other, that ſhall be thought fitter for
